sent to the Insane Asylum at Chester 
until she recovers and then be com- 
pelled to serve two years in the Peni- 
tentiary. 

The jury found that Mrs. McKinney 
was at present insane. The trial has 
been the most sensational ever held in 
the Peoria County Circuit Court, and 
has occupied two weeks. 

The attorneys for Mre. McKinney will 
ask for a new trial on the grounds that 
the verdict of the jury was contrary go

Pedestrians 
had narrow escapes and policem2n’'s 
clubs raised threateningly aloft were 
unheeded by ‘the chauffeur. 

South on Jefferson avenue the big ma- 
chine sped=to Walnut and east on that 
thoroughfare to Fifteenth street, where 
a turn to the north was made.

Molly Maguire, the “wild girl’’ cap- 
tured at Alton, escaped three times 
from the County Hospital at Edwards- 
vile Friday night, but was recaptured 
and is now in solitary confinement in a 


cell. 

On the girls arrival, Supt. O. 

H. Herman assigned her to quarters 
with a number of other patients. She 
was missed a short time afterward and 
employes found her roaming abou® thé 
grounds. 
She was returned to the hospital and 
nurse was told to keep an eye on 
her, but the strange -gisl escaped the 
attache’s. vigilance and was discov- 
ered outside the hospital reservation. 

Supt. Hermann placed her in charge 
of a special nurse, but Molly Maguire 
was shrewd enough to again get away, 
and when the-alarm was sounded, she 
was nowhere about the place. Finally 
she was taken into custody in the town, 
where, she said, she was seeking her 
brothers. 

The girl was then put in a cell,ySupt. 
Hermann saying he would take no more 
chances with her. It is expected that an 
inquiry. into her sanity will be opened 

The ‘‘wild girl’ created a scene on the 
interurban car in which she was being 
taken from Alton to Edwardsville by 
Deputy Sheriff George Russell; and 
passengers appealed to the crew to 
turn back, fearing that she would re- 
sort to. physieal violence. 

She berated the deputy in harsh 
language, denouncing him for keeping 
her in custody. She evidently understood 
that she was going to be placed in re- 
straint, and she urged her custodian to 
free her. When he refused, she berated 
him roundly. 

Molly Maguire is her true name and 
it developed Saturday that Mrs. Jere- 
miah Springer, owner of the barn 
where she had rested on a pile of corn 
husks is her aunt. 

The girl has a number of distant rela- 
tives in*Alton, but they apparently de- 
sire to have nothing to do with her. 

Her father formerly was an oller for 
the BE.

Molly Maguire has bean roaming about 
the woods and hills near Alton for two 
months. Many saw, but none recognized 
her.

The other commodity 
used in converting this water into ice 
is ammonia, and the cost of this also is 
small. The ice manufacturers use the 
ammonia over and over again, and the 
industry has been reduced to such a 
science that a very small percentage of 
the liquid is lost by the process. 

The chief cost in the production of ice 
is the cost of the fuel necessary to make 
the steam to.operate the plant, and 
the labor to man it. Men actually en- 
gaged in this work told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday that it was figured 
that a ton of ice could be produced for 
$i, and when the cost was greater than 
that an investigation from the front ef- 
fice was always forthcoming. 

While the greatest additional cost is 
imposed on the housekeepers and small 
consumers, who pay 40 cents for 100 
pounds, and they are the largest losers 
in the aggregate, the most strenuous 
objections come from the business com- 
munity. Business men who use large 
quantities of ice told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that there was absolutely no 
competition in the ice business ‘now. 
Last year the ice dealers were seeking 
business and would quote almost any 
low price to obtain business. Now no 
ice dealer. will quote a price to a large 
consumer unless he is importuned, and 
then he will name such a price as will 
not get the business. 

The proprietor of a large cafe and 
saloon said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he was assured that the ice manu- 
facturers were in a combination. 

“Last year,’’ he said, “I was buying 
my supply of ice, which amounted to 
more than a ton a day; from a certain 
concern. I always paid cash promptly, 
and my business was much desired by 
other ice manufacturers. I was ap- 
proached frequently, and bids were of- 
fered at 2 much less figure than I was 
actually paying. 

“This year the concern that I former- 
ly did business with ignored me. I sent 
three or four times for them fo come 
ground and see me about this year’s 
supply of ice. Another concern that I 
sometimes did business with came and 
quoted me-the price that I have to pay 
at present. I was given to understard 
that I could buy ice only of this one 
concern. Others told me that there was 
no use of putting in a bid for the busi- 
ness, as the concern I was dealing with 
was entitled to the business.” 

Talks with dozens of large down- 
town consumers of ice reveal the fact 
that’ there is no uniform price charged 
pe the ice dealers. Whenever a con- 
tract expires, it is renewed on a basis 
of an increase of about 2% per cent, and 
the consumers say they have to stand 
this raise or do without ice.

August A. Busch, chief promoter of 
the Manufacturers’ Railway bill, said to 
& Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday that 
he believed the House of Delegates 
would pass the bill in the form in 
which it Was passed by the Council at 
Vriday'’s session. He declared that the 
methods used by him and others in per- 
suading legislators to support the bill 
had been honorable, and said he would 
demand that President Forman of the 
-Council bring proof of his charge of a 
“combine” of councilmen supporting the 
bill or retract the charge. The Dill, 
passed with three opposing votes in the 
Council, will be referred to a House 
committee at next Tuesday's meeting. 

The bill, as it now stands, grants a 
perpetual franchise, places the annual 
compensation to the city at $5000, and 
places no maximum charge on carloads 
switched across the river. 

The clause requiring the depression of 
the tracks west of Grand avenue, which 
eome members strove to attach in un- 
equivocal form, is so amended that it 
Jeaves this matter to the discretion of 
the city. 

There is a clause in the bill which 


gays that the Manufacturers’ Railway 


cannot sell or transfer its franchise.

Mr. Cramer explained that he had 
discovered that carloads were heavier 
than he at first supposed. He said 
some carloads went even as high as 
40 and 50 tons. 


All Limit Removed. 


He said that as the bill allows a 
charge of 1% cents a hundred pounds, it 
would be unreasonable to place a max- 
imum of $7.80 on a carload. 

Here Hitchcock introduced an amend- 
ment to Cramer’s amendment, placing 
the maximum at $9. This was lost, and 
a few minutes later Cramer’s motion 
was carried, striking out the maximum 
charge clause. 

Hitchcock introduced an amendment, 
providing for the depression of the 
tracks at King’s highway, which was 
carried.

ed that the bill be engrossed im- 
mediately and put on its passagd and 
sent to the House.

Busch Answers Forman, 


When asked by a Post-Dispatch re- 

rter about the remarks of President 

orman concerning the ‘‘combine’’ 
which has succeeded in killing most of 
the amendments to the bill, August A. 
Busch said: 

“If Mr. Forman knows of any ‘com- 
bine’ in the Council, I consider it his 
duty as a citizen, and particularly as a 
city official, to take the public into his 
confidence and to state what he knows. 
If I were in his place and knew what 
he intimates he knows, I would not feei 
I had done my duty unless I laid all 
the facts before the Circuit Attorney or 
grand jury.” 

When asked whether he knew of any 
foundation for Mr. Forman’s remarks, 
Mr. Busch etated: 

“Not only do I know of none, but 
I do not believe there is any. I know 
that the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. 
has only sought to obtain the passage 
of its measure by legitimate argu- 
ments and an effort to prove the ad- 
vantage of what it asks to the city it- 
self. Of course, We are interested in 
the success of our road, but its suc- 
cess. will most certainly be to the in- 
terest of all of St. Louis in relieving 
a condition that is well-nigh intoler- 
able. Not only that, but anything in 
reason the city wants we will readily 
accede to. The interests of the city 
and ours are identical.” 

Mr. Busch added: 

“If Mr. Forman’s remarks were in- 
tended to imply that the Manufacturers’ 
Railway Co. or any of its officials or 
employes, or anyone in the remotest de- 
gree connected with it, is in any way in- 
terested in the marmot combine, then 
I not only think it his duty to speak 
out, but I demand it, as I believe is my 
privilege. 

“If we are parties to any effort to se- 
cure improper legislation, we deserve 
not only exposure, but punishment, and 
Mr. Forman, as ident of the Coun- 
ceil and the second highest officer of 
the city, should see that we get it.’’

KIEL,’ Germany; June 23.—Several 
hundred people assembled at the rail- 
road station to cheer Congressman 
Longworth and Mrs. Longworth on 
their arrival from London. Lieutenant- 
Commander William L. Howard, the 
American naval attache, representing 
the Embassy at Berlin, and Frederick 
W. Whiteridge, who was the _ special 
Ambassador of the United States at the 


wedding of King Alfonso and Queen 
Victoria of Spain, and is an old ac- 
quaintance, met them at the station.

Belleville Superintendent De- 
clares, However, Strikers 
Disobeyed Him. 


The three nurses and young woman 
cook, who were discharged from the 8t. 
Clair County Farm at Belleville be- 
cause of their ‘‘sympathy’”’ strike, have 
gone to their homes, where they may 
receive callers of any description. It 
was because, as the young women say, 
they could not receive young men call- 
ers at the farm that the trouble with 
the superintendent and matron arose. 

Miss Hendricks, one of the nurses, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

‘‘We couldn’t have callers, eithér male 
or female, without being made to feel 
that we were presuming. We couldn't 
eat a lunch during the day without be- 
ing told that we shouldn’t, and we 
couldn't sing while at our work without 
being told that it made some one nerv- 
ous, sO we quit.”’ 

Miss Hendricks, whose home is in 
New Athens, together with Misses Em- 
ily Miller of ‘Hecker and Louisa Sauer 
and Emilia Lempkemeyer of Belleville, 
quit work. 

Supt. Hill says the trouble lay entire- 
ly with the nurses, who refused to do 
what they were told. 

“The straw that broke the camel's 
back,’’ said Miss Hendricks, ‘‘was when 
the matron, Mrs. Hill, ordered me to do 
some sewing in the hallway of the 
main building. There is a sewing room, 
and I told her I would sew there, but 
that it was too dark in the hall. She 
said I should sew in the hall, and I 
refused. Supt. Hill told me I could 
leave then.”’ 

“And the rest of us went with her,” 
finished one of the other Nhurses. 

“It was simpiy a case of insubordina.- 
tion,” said Supt. Hill. “I have a large 
institution on my hands here, and I 
have to have obedience. The nurses 
would not do as they were told, and lI 
discharged one of them. The others 
quit with her. As for not allowing 
them to have callers, I never: objected, 
and do not see why they say I did. 
Their places have been filled, and I see 
no reason why any more need be said.”

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THE ANTI-REBATE VICTORY. 

The conclusion of the Kansas City railroad rebate 
cases is a smashing victory for law against unfair 
discriminations. Judge McPherson assessed fines of 

$15,000 against the defendant packing companies 
- and the Burlington & Quincy Railroad. He fined 
George Q. Thomas, the rebate agent of several mer- 
cantile firms in St. Louis and Kansas City, $6000 
and sentenced him to the Penitentiary for four 
months. He inflicted a fine of $4000 and imprison- 
ment for three months upon Thomas’ assistant, L. 
B. Taggart.- 

The protest of Judge O. M. Spencer against the 
apparent discriminations in the punishment of the 
defendants seemed well taken. He called attention 
to the fact that the wealthy packers and officials 
ofthe railroads were fined and the rich merchant 
principals were not prosecuted, whereas the go-be- 
tweens of the railroad and the merchants were pun- 
_ isiied with both fine and imprisonment. That one ot 
these injustices will be rectified was indicated by 
the following significant utterance of Judge Mc- 
Pherson: | 

“T assume all these concerns (mercantile 
firms which received rebates) will be pro- 
ceeded against for receiving these unlawful 
rebates, which can be done either by in- 
dictment or information as the last vestige 
of the plea of immunity for corporations 
has been wiped out by the decision of the 
‘Supreme Court of the United States of 
“March 12, 1906, in the case of Hale ys. Hen- 
kle.” | 

When the merchants Who receive rebates, the rail- 

roads which give them and the agents who pass the 
rebate money in mysterious packages from the one 
to the other are punished equally, we shall be on 
the high road to a restoration of fairness in trans- 
portation rates. 
_In view of the utterance of Judge McPherson 
' concerning the prosecution of the mercantile firms, 
perhaps a glimmering of the impropriety of retaining 
upon the Municipal Terminal Commission, Mr. Hugh 
McKittrick, whose firm was one of those which 
received rebates through Broker Thomas and was re- 
ferred to by Judge McPherson as liable to prosecu- 
tion, may enter Mayor Wells’ mind.

With no limitation on the life of the charter, and 
no limitation on charges, the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way bill as it passed the Council is as fine an eX- 
ample of folly and wrong in franchise legislation as 
St. Louis has seen since the old days of franchise 
grabbing.

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THE THINGS WE EAT. 
Congressman Mann’s exposure of food adultera- 
tions was a much-needed bit of muck raking. 

Adulterants are regularly advertised, listed and 
sold. Mr. Mann showed the House a “pepper de- 
teriorator,” price $20 a ton. It is composed of corn- 
meal and a dye. The mixtures goes on the market 
as black pepper. This is ground pepper. People 
who wish to assure themselves of the pure article 
buy the pepper berries and grind them in their 
home mills. But these berries are themselves noth- 
ing but tapioca, colored with lampblack. Most of 
the coffee sold as Mocha and Java is Brazilian cof- 
fee. The rest.of it is made of chicory, bread and 
sawdust. Cotton seed oil is sold as olive oil and 
put up in cans the exact facsimile of those contain- 
ing the pure olive oil. Mr. Mann showed a sample 
of machine oil which had been used by the Phila- 
delphia Union League Club as a sajad dressing. Honey 
made of glucose is sold as the real article. And 
last, but not least, preservatives which are com- 
posed o. poisonous stuffs are regularly sold to man- 
ufactifrers. 

It is a fitting pendant to the beef scandal, ‘he 
web of fraud stretches over so many industries 
that it is difficult for even experts to distinguish 
the pure food from the adulterated stuff. 

The publicity bath which has been given the 
concerns which thus fatten on the health and vigor 
of the people will- suffice. The law cannot lag far 
behind revelations like that made by Mr. Mann on 
the floor of the House of Representatives. Of course, 
interested persons fight the pure food bill, but it 
can hardly be defeated now. The case has been 
proved against the malefactors and they cannot 
stand out against the publie indignation.

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MAKING A HERO OF HIM. 

What is the sentiment behind the applause fol- 
lowing on the acquittal of a man prosecuted for 
perjury in boodle investigations? 

The verdict of not guilty puts an end. to all dis- 
cussion so far as the particular defendant is con- 
cerned. He is not guilty and there is nothing more 
to be said on that side of the matter. 

But when the whole community makes a hero of 
a man known to the people dwelling therein only 
as a defendant in such case, the fact is assuredly of 
some importance. 

Not long ago the city and State were so “worked 
up” over corruption in public office that the danger 
was that every man pointed at by the finger of sus- 
picion would be summarily convicted, even against 
the evidence. The enthusiasm over Albright’s ac- 
quittal, whatever else it may mean, certainly indi- 
cates a radical change in the public attitude. 

A man’s friends may be expected to rejoice and 
make merry when he vindicates his character to the 
satisfaction of a jury. But curiosity and wonder 
are excited when strangers manifest more than a 
polite and humane’ pleasure over his escape. Mr. 
Albright may be a hero to his friends. Why was he 
made a hero by the Maconites? Was it because he 
has a pleasing personality and captivated the com- 
munity by his kraces and good fellowship, or be- 
cause prosecutions of this kind are looked upon as 
persecution and the people are really tired of them, 
as some politicians assert?

| STORIES TOLD IN WASHINGTON 


To the Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 





WASHINGTON, June 23.—The House 
of Representatives has been intensely 
interested in an extract from Macau- 
ley’s essay on Frederick the Great, 
which somebody dug up a few days ago 
and circulated in typewritten form. The 
heading on the extract is: ‘‘Who is the 
American prototype?’’ And nobody has 
to take more than one guess to fix it on 
President Roosevelt. This is the ex- 
tract: 

“Most of the vices of Frederick’s ad- 
ministration resolved themselves into 
one vice, the spirit of meddling. The in- 
defatigable activity of his intellect, his 
dictatorial temper, his military habits, 
all incline him to this great fault. He 
interfered with the course of justice, 
as well as with the course of trade, and 
set up his crude notions of equity 
against the law as expounded by the 
unanimous voice of the gravest magis- 
trates. 

“It never occurred to him that men 
whose lives were passed in adjudicating 
on questions of civil right were more 
likely to form correct opinions on such 
questions than a Prince whose attention 
was divided among a thousand objects 
and who had never read a law book 
through. The resistance opposed to him 
by the tribunal inflamed him to fury; 
he reviled his chancellor, he kicked the 
shins offhis judges. 

‘‘He did not, it is true, mean to act uns, 





justly. He firmly believed he was doing 
right and defending the cause of the 
poor against the wealthy. Yet his well- 
meant meddling probably did more harm 
than all the explosions of his evil pas- 
sions during the whole of his long reign. 
We could makeshift to live under a 
debauchee or a tyrant, but to be ruled 
by a busybody is more than human na- 
ture can bear.”’

“This St. Louls man, Churchill, |: 
growing faster than any novelist w: 
have,” remarked the Artist, ‘‘and I mus 
confess that I’m peculiarly concerned |) 
his development. A chap of his age 
who takes himself s0 seriously and pro- 
duces books that sell up into the milion 
mark, must be regarded as a Literars 
Personage—even if he does come from 
one’s own town.” — 
“I knew Churchill when he was e 
Smith Academy poy here,” said th 
High School Teacher, “and, of cours¢ 
I’ve heard all about how he rented a” 
office in the Security Building an 
locked himself in it and refused to le: 
even his most intimate friends know o 
hig work until he’d finished the writing 
of ‘Richard Carvel.’ A youngster of tha 
fiber must always be taken seriously." 
“Well,”” commented the former Co 
greseman, ‘he's lucky too—or else h 
possesses the rare political gift of know- 
ing in advance when the people wani a 
change. His first and biggest hit, thai 
same ‘Richard Carvel,’ was the pioneer of the swashbuckling Colonial cos- 
tume romance that has since been such a rage in American fiction. Of 
course, I know that its general basic idea wasn't unlike Thackeray's ‘Vir- 
ginians,’ but it had a fire and dash and vivid coloring of adventure not 
found in the great Mnglishman‘s Anglo-American story of Colonial times, 
and it was these very things that made ‘Richard Carvel’ such 4 success. 
The book won on its own merits.” 

“The promise of Churchill is found,” pointed out the Kindergarten D}- 
rector, “in the fact that he has a very earnest Americanism in his make-up. 
‘Richard Carvel’ told us a story of the American: Colonies, ‘The Crisis’ of 
the American Civil War, ‘The Crossing’ of the great movement from the 
older States that resulted in the conquest and settlement of the American 
Middle West—and now we have, in ‘Coniston,’ the story of the Boss in 
American politics.” 

“I notice, too,” said the former Congressman, ‘that he presents Jethro 
Bass, th~ New England Boss, as a type of a disappearing class, telling us, 
indeed, that the Corporation era follows the Boss era, the Boss being ulti- 
mately destroyed by corporate influence, which itself demands an absolute 
control of politics. There's truth in that, up to a certain point—only, we 
still have the Boss in the figure of the Master Mind of the corporations.” 

“It struck me. however,” criticized the Old Playgoer, “that hg shows us 
too much of the softer side of Jethro Bass —made him too sentimental to be 
dramatically forceful.

If our guest had but ventured into the Cana- 
dian Rockies, which have been the scene of Mr. Outram’s explorations, he 
would have found glaciers and snow and Alpine beauty in a wealth of 
profusion which even Switzerland canfiot boast, It is to be hoped, for 
the sake of America, that the Prince will be so fortunate as to see Mr. 
Outram’s book. : 
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“THE LIFE OF ANIMALS.” 

Ernest Ingersoll, the naturalist, is the author of “The Life of Ani- 
mals (Mammals),” published by the McMillan Co. It fis a pretentious work 
of 655 pages, generously illustrated, and deals with the mammalia of thx 
universe in this and former time. Mr. Ingersoll has happily embraced both 
the menagerie and the paleontological museum in this entertaining book. 
It is possible to make natural history popular with no loss of scientific pre- 
cison, and Mr. Ingersoll writes as entertainingly and instructively of the 
great saber-tooth tiger, which was one time the king of beasts in America, 
as he does of the modern Bengal. A capital mixture of sctence, of anecdote 
and of the things most interesting of one of the most fascinating of all sub- 
jects is “The Life of Animals.”” Even man has his chapter, and this is an 
interesting paragraph from it: e 

“Some fossil bones found in 1894 in Java by Prof. Eugene Du Bois are 
of extreme interest, because they represent a creature btween man and the 
highest apes which lived in the early Pliocene epoch next preceding the Gla- 
cial epoch. Only the top of the skull, a thigh bone and two teeth are known: 
and they indicate an erect walking animal about 5 feet 6 inches tall, which 
in general appearance, and in having a brain capacity almost equal to that 
of the earliest known human beings (the cave dwellers of the Neanderthal 
in France), was much nearer man than is any modern ape. This creature is 
truly, as Prof. Haeckel puts it, ‘the long-searched-for missing link,’ in other 
words, represents the commencement of humanity. It is named Pithecan- 
thropus Erectus.” 
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BALZAC’S LIMITATIONS. 

The late Dr. R. M. Buck, in his remarkable work on ¥Cosmic Conscious- 
ness,” includes Balzac among the minor cases of those wall have probably ex- 
perienced that sudden and inexplicable illumination ef the intellect and emo- 
tions which amounts to a new state of being. For this reason, the critical 
study of Balzac by Taine, just published by Funk & Wagnalls in English, is 
of unusual interest to those who are students of human nature. 

The book has been translated by Lorenzo O’Rourke of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
who has written an appreciation of Taine, as an introduction, which is itself 
ofegreat value, Taine being little known, in his personal life and character, 
to American readers. This study of Taine is all the more interesting, because 
he was so different in character to Balzac, upon whom he is here passing 
judgment. Taine was all cool science—Balzac all fiery enthusiasm. 

Readers of Balzac who have not merely perused his Human Comedy as 
represented in the several volumes usually found at public libraries, but have 
come across some of his less known and interdicted writings, will agree with 
Tdine’s estimate of his great French contemporary. Balzac cannot be classed 
with Shakspeare or the other greatest masters in literature. Broad indeed, 
but his breadth did not exceed that of Paris, and too often found its limit 
within her slums. His world was the world of the financier, the city man, 
the artizan, the tradesman, the bourgeois of both sexes and every grade, 
particularly the lowest. He would have been lost in the pure air of the 
mountain or forest. That he wrote his interdicted stories precisely at the 
time when Dr. Buck supposes he underwent that illumination which makes 
a man what Paul calis “a new creature,” appears to show that the good doc- 
tor did not thoroughly know his Balzac. J

Pillsbury College Tutor Says 
Course Is Too Hard for 
Average Mind. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OWATONNA, Minn., June 23.—There 
are 33 pupils and teachers in the in- 
sane asylums of this State as the direct 
result of overstudy. This amazing reve- 
lation followed the pathetic death of 
Miss Laura Kelly, the 18-year-old 
daughter of F. P. Kelly of this city, 
who became violently insane after de- 
livering her commencement oration, 


and died a few days later. 
Some weeks ago she told her friends 
that she would go insane and would 


live only a short time. 

Miss Kelly was the handsomest and 
most intellectual girl in her class, She 
had studied hard and was regarded by 
the fac ulty as the brightest graduate 
Pillsbury College had ever turned out. 

One of her instructors said last night: 

“Miss Kelly was a bright student in 
every sense of the word. She was stu- 
dious, intelligent and @ brilliant conver- 
sationalist, and I am not sure that the 
course of studies is not too hard for 
the average mind. It seems to me that 
the colleges are cramming too much 
into their students. Some students dis- 
card the studies which are not compati- 
ble with them, while others try to mas-\ 
ter all of them. 

“Miss Kelly was of the latter class. 
Her brain gave way under the strain, 
as many another has done. There is 
something wrohg with our study course. 
Pupils should not attempt to master all 
the branches of study and the faculty 
should restrict them.’

Louis Fox and his 11-year-old sof 
Samuel are prisoners at the Four 
Courts, where the father has _ con- 
fessed that he systematically robbed 
the High AtTt Clothing Co. at «= 205 
North Broadway,.where he was em- 
ployed, &nd that he had employed his 
son as an aid tin his thefts. 

Detectives have recovered a large 
quantity of the clothing, and it is ex- 
pected that still more will be 
ered. 

Fox admitted to Chief Desmond that 
he had robbed his employers, but said 
that his son had aided him innocent- 
ly, not knowing that he was stealing. 

Fox lives with his family at 914 
North Thirteenth street. According 
to his confession, Samuel daily 
brought him his dinner in a basket. 
When Fox would finish his dinner he 
would place in the bottom of the bas- 
ket some garment that he had stolen, 
and covering it with a piece of paper 
and the dishes, the son could leave the 
store without arousing - suspicion.
